The hay fever spray is almo .st certa.nly no t 
the cau.se o f the rather u nu su al co nditio n kno wn

as diabetes insipidus. In discussing ih^s co nditio n 
it sho uld be said first that this is no t the same 
as the so -called sugsu' diabetes o r diao etes m eu i- 
tus which is a mu ch mo re co mmo n diso rder. 
In diabetes insapiaus large qu antities o f u :m e 
which do es no t co ntain su gar are pa.->sed. IhiS 
disease is mo re co mmo n in yo ung peo ple than in 
o lder o nes and in bo ys and men than in gii.s 
and wo men. The u nderlying cause usually can­ 
no t be qisco vered. 
A family tendency, perhaps a tru ly inherited 
o ne, has been suggested as respo nsible in the 
majo rity o f cases but this is no t alwaj.s ciear.

In a 
per.so n ill with the disease the viru s can be fo und 
in the spu tu m and if thi.' sput .m is injected 
into mice it will pro au ce tne d.>ease m ihe.se 
animals. 
The diease is p n m aru y o ne o f Oiras, such as 
parro ts, parakeets a m lo veo iras. 1' avaiw s these 
birds readily. In o ne ship.rent o f 161 par.o t.'« , 
paraxeets ana co n..i.ec tro nr

In 1932, 76 cases o f psittaco sis were repo rted 
in the United Siates ana seven died fro m the ais­ 
ease. During 1933. o my 15 cases and fo ur aeatns 
were repo rted. 
The rapid impro vement came fro m a qu « ran- 
tiiie which 'W'as impo sed by the federal go v ern- 
m ent o n the .shipping o f parro ts and similar birds 
between the states. Since that time o u r public 
health services have been engaged in a co ntinu ­ 
o us battle to eiiminate psu 'aco sis in suscept.nle 
birds. Injected o irds have been destro yed and 
the impo rtantio n o f infectea o .ids na.s o een pio - 


hibited. 


The di.':esse has no t entnely died o ut amo ng 
hu m an beings, and tne like iho o d o f co ntracting 
it seems '» o be increas.ng again. 
Psndaco sis in hu m an bemgs re.se.mo ies virus 
o r a typical ptieunio nia. Fo rtu nately there is a 
.specific test available which can be u.^ed to 
m ake the diagno .^i.s detinu e. 
So far a.s treatm ent is ro tu erned. either seru m 
taken fro m a victim o f the disease who us co n­ 
valescing o r a go at .serum which has been pro ­ 
duced, seem to sho rten ’he co urse o f hu man 
psittaco sis. So me o f the au'ibio r-ic preparano ns 
pro bably o ffer the o e^t ho pe o f pro mpt and ef­ 
fective treatment. 
The im po rtant po int, ho wever, is fo r anyo ne 
who keeps birds to make sure ’hat their pe» s 
are healthy and free o ' psittaco sis viru s by 
having them, exam ined by a veterinarian.
